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Paws Or Panzers? 





Armoured Warfare 


No gerieral engaged in this great war seems 
s0 far to have discovered a way to counter a 
modern tank attack, except by a similar attack— 
Mie against like. This is by no means easy, for 
‘one of the most essenilal things in a successful 
tank attack 1s the elemend of surprise, and the 
side which has air superiority can keep enemy 
Feconnaissonce planes away from the places 
where armoured divisions are belng con 
centrated, and so can prevent the opposing side 
from similarly concentrating against them. The 
German armoured division as it has so far been 
employed in the war has consisted of a squadron 
of aircraft, a brigade of infantry in lorries, u 
cyclist unit, an anti-tank battalion, an engineer 
battalion, © repair and maintenance unid, and 
one tank brigade of two regiments, each’ with 
two battalions of one hundred tanks’ each, mak- 
Ing four hundred tanks in all. These tanks may 
vary from light, two-men vehicles to heavy 
monsters. In Germany there seems to be a 
tendency fo serap the lighter tanks In favour of 
the heavier. since in the Polish campaign the 
light tanks suffered heavy casualties and in the 
French campaign the heavy tank was a con 
spleuous success. The Germans have not used 
their armoured divisions until careful recon- 
nalssance of the opposing defences has revealed 
thelr weakest spot. When the High Command 
believes that it has discovered this spot, It con- 
centrates its armoured positions against it, This 
ls where Is is important that at least local 
domination of the alr must be obtained, so that 
the concentration is kept secret. Before the 

yrmoured division is hurled at the enemy an 
attempt 1s made to strafe all anti-tank guns by 
means of artillery and dive bombers. Or if it is 
feared that the laying down of a barrage just 
before a tank attack might give the other side 
‘warning of what is impending, the general may 
be content with attempting to spot the positions 
of the antitank guns through aerial or other 
reconnaissance, and dealing with them at the same 
‘moment os the main tank attack by sending over 
wave after wave of bombers to wreck their 
positions. The advantage given by a heavy bar- 
age not only on the opposing anti-tank guns but 
also on the opposing arlillery les in the fact 
that tank traps are only effective so long as they 
are defended against engineers who can remove 
them, fll them up, or make them useless in 
other ways. This can only be done if the tank 
traps are protected by the artillery fire of the 
side which lald them. If this artillery is kept 
employed in other ways, the tank traps can be 
removed without too much dificulty. Ooservers 
fof tank warfare are doublless watching the 
gigantic struggle now going on in Russia to see 
what methods the Russians are -employing 
‘against the Panzer division, So far they seem 























to have been fairly effective. The Russians have 
shown great ingenuity in the design and con~ 
struction of new arms, and it Is possible that out 
of this struggle will emerge tactics or weapons 
‘which will answer the question of on. effective 
defence against an armoured assault. 


An Obvious Trick 

The despatch of United States forces to 
Teeland for the purpose of | taking over 
garrisoning duties from the British has aroused 
quite a sensation in enemy capitals, and given 
their propagandists an opportunity’ of putting 
some more ridiculous stories into circulation. 
‘The latest is that the United States intend to 
acquire a military base on the Kemeha'ka 
peoinsula, and that negotiations were under 
way whereby they would also obtain a base 
in the Azores, That such acquisitions appear 
to fit in with the general scheme of the defence 
of the western hemisphere was the opportunity 
upon which the enemy lie merchants seized 
with -avidity. With regard to the Kamchatka 
story it was obviously designed for the purpose 
of endeavouring to bring about an embroilment 
of the: United States and Japon. Mr. Sumner 
Welles has made it quite clear that no discus. 
sions on the subject have taken or are taking 
place betwecn the United States and Soviet 
Russia, pointing ous that the rumour had been 
current for many years past. It may be taken 
for granted that the longer Japan delays 
Joining in this war on the side of Germany, 
the greater will be the efforts of Dr. Goebbels's 
Aetion writers to produce something likely to 
convince the Japanese of the sinister quality 
‘of American plans with regard to the Far East, 
Nothing would sult Hitler's book more than 
thad the two nations should go to war, for 
he fanclés that were the United States 
preoccupied with a struggle againsy the Japan- 
ese. the help which Is at present going forward 
fo Great Britain would diminish and with it 
the certainty of his own defeat. Such tricks 
a5 these are not likely to succeed for the 
Japanese are far too realistle to be tricked by 
‘such transparent devices as this.

Its chief 
purpose is to Increase China's power 
for war and also her capacity for 
reconstruction both during and ‘atter 
‘the hostilities. 


“The National People's Congress, 
which was postponed by the war 
in 1997, was due fo be held at Chung. 
king of November 12, 1940, but again 
Postponed on account of ' comm 
ation and other dificulties. There. 
fore, ‘the National People's’ Political 
Couneit was reorganized and enlarg- 
‘ed to serve ih place of the National 
People's Congress for the duration 
of the war. 

‘Meanwhile the Government is push 
Ing ahead with a programme of local 
cufonomy,- establishing provinelal as-

Reviving China's ancient stage of 
transportation, the Chinese Govern- 
ment.now transports goods by car 
“iers and pack animals over 20,000 
kilometres of ten national stage lines 
fn the 13 provinees, transporting an 
‘ually, 100,000 tons of goods.

The actual outlsy in 1999 almost 
‘equalled. the aggregated figures. for 
the years 1937 and 1938, ‘Those for 
1940 ‘marked a 40 per cent. increase 
‘es compared with 1998, while the 
1041 "estimated . expenditure was 
‘about 65 per cent. more than in 1940. 

‘OF the 1940 expenditures, about 70 
per cent, went into nationat defence. 
OF the 1941 estimates 39 per cent. 
went for war expenditures and 30 
er cent. for economic reconstruc. 
Fon. 

By the end of 1940 the Chinese 
Government had floated elght intern 
al loans totalling $14,760,000,000. | Up 
to the end of April ‘this year $312,- 
240,000 worth of savings certificates 
were sold. 

‘The four Government banks in 
1940 reported an increase of $1,500,- 
(600,000 in savings accounts, as com- 
pared with 1939, From $1,444,000,000 
In note issue In July 1937, the amount 
hhas since Increased to several times 
that gure. 

‘The Chinese Government is now 
takirig over the collection of land 
fax in kind, which amounted annual 
ly In prewar days to $100,000,000. 

‘Through occupational rellef, the 
Natlonal Reliet/ Commission gave 
employment to 4,000,000. war re. 
fegees. The Commission also gave 
{$11,000,000 for the. relict of 8,000 war 
‘orphans. 

‘Of the 8,500,000 Chinese residing 
‘overseas, they contributed $300,000,- 
C00 to relief work in China from the 
vutbreak of war up to the end of 
1040, more than two-thirds coming 
from the South Seas. 

‘Overseas Chinese remittances total- 
Ted. $2,000,000,000 since the war, with 
£$1,000.000,000'in 1940 alone, 


Raids on Chungking 

Chungking, 1,500 miles up the 
Yangtze River from Shanghal, had 
at one time a population of 760,000. 
but as a result of Japanese bombing. 
it fs now only about 400,000. 

‘There were ‘two especially sovere 
raids, “the first ot which was ex- 
Perlenced on May 3.4, 1939, when 
thousands were killed and wounded. 
‘The second occurred on August 19- 
0 last year, when 250 Japanese air- 
<raft sot ablaze four-fifths of Chung- 
‘king's downtown district. Almost 
immediately after the last August 
bombings, however, 2,000 new shops 
were erected. The city now has 1,000 
ugouts accommodating 400,000 per- 
sons. There are 32 warning posts to 
watch and report the appearance of 
Japanese raiders. 

It is estimated that 11 persons were 
Killed and injured for every two 
Japanese bombs dropped on Chung- 
king In 1939, This figure wae re

Four months’ supply of rice’ ‘to 
[Chungking is reported to be assured 
Jas the result of negotiations with 
south and east Szechuen rice districts, 
Which have undertaken ‘to supply 
350,000 pieuls to Chungking, 

Tk fs announced that south Szechuen 
will, ‘prior to the autumn ‘harvest, 
Jeupply 150.000 pleuls of rice to Chung 
kong, while east Szechuen will supply 
120,000 pieuls, 

At the same time Chungking banks 
Ihave jointly purchased 80,000- plculs, 

‘While the autumn harvest Is only 
three months away, it is pointed out 
{that Chungking has a sufflelent rice 
supply for four months on the basis 
fof an average rice consumption of 
20,000 piculs a month,

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U.S. AND ICELAND 
July 9. 

It was shortly after the occupation of 
Dénmark by the Germans that the British 
sent a garrison to Iceland in order to prevent 
that island being used as a base from which 
the Germans could conveniently attack: 
British shipping., The Icelanders did not 
patticularly weleome the move and were not 
at, first inclined to be very friendly, but in 
fa short time that passed and relations 
between the islanders and the British troops 
became excellent. ‘The defence of the 
western hemisphere against what are now 
the well-known ambitions of Hitler and his 
gang is taking the Government of the United 
States far afield, and President Roosevelt's 
decision to take over the protection of Iceland, 
while unexpected by most, is not in itsel 
surprising. ‘The American ‘move appears to 
have followed discussions between Washing 
ton, Whitehall and the Prime Minister of 
Jeeland. ‘The British Government informed 
the Government of Iceland that the British 
forces stationed in their “jurisdiction were 
required elsewhere. At the same time it 
‘was announced that the defence of the islan¢ 
‘was of immense importance. 

It was suggested that this might be taken | 
over by the United States, though President 
Roosevelt made it quite clear that he would 
not move except upon the express invitation 
of: Iceland, which was forthcoming upon 
eight conditions all of which have not been 
divulged, though it is apparent that two of 
‘them cover the immediate evacuation of the 
country’ on the conclusion of hostilities, 
and ‘the — stationing onthe island 
of “sufcient planes for defensive purposes. 
‘This latter requirement is interesting as! 
indicating that the Government of Iceland | 
fully realize which country is a menace and; 
‘against which protection is needed. Tt is| 
quite clear that the Prime Minister has no! 
desire that his countrymen should come} 
under the heel of the Germans as Denmaric 
has done, ‘The fact of the matter is that 
the interests of the United States, Great 
Britain and celand itself are best served by 
this new development, and the American 
forces to be stationed on the island will be 
entrusted with a triple defence. 

It remains to be seen what will be the 
German reaction to this latest move. It 
undoubtedly brings not only American ships 
‘but American forces within the combat area 
as defined by Germany and the task of 
maintaining them will obviously necessitate 
the use of supply vessels. Without a doubt 
the United States would take every precau- 
tlon to ensure their safety, but much depends | 
upon whether the Germans carry out their 
threat to sink any shipping, no matter of 
what nationality, found within the so-calted 

. German blockade area, ‘The case of the 
‘United States has been all along that while 
it has prohibited American vessels from en- 
tering the combat zones there has been no 
impairment of the right to do so. No breach 
of neutrality is involved in the decision to 
uke over the defence of Iceland, for it is 
‘a passive measure and will remain so as 
ong as Germany refrains from any attempt 
to seize it, 

‘There is, however, the possibility that 
Hitler may endeavour to bring the United 
States into the war, by attacking vessels 
servicing the American forces occupying 
Teeland, in the -hope of securing Japan's 
active participation in this struggle. ‘That is 
a possibility which doubtless the United 
States Government had in consideration 
when making the decision on which they 
have now acted. ‘There can be no doubt, as 
to the complete legality ‘of the Ameriéan 
procedure. Apart from the question of 
neutral rights, the United States was invited 
by the government of Iceland to take over 
the defence of the island, and it is clear that 
any hostile initiative by the Germans against 
the United States even in Iceland would 
absolve Japan of her commitment to Ger- 
many and Italy. ‘That is al speculation as 
to the future. ‘The immediately important 
fact ig that President Roosevelt has made 
‘another very definite step to ensure the safety 
of the western hemisphere against the Nazi 
menace, and from the Arctie cirele to south

THE FIGHT FOR RUSSIA 
July 9. 

While it cannot be said that the German 
invasion of Russia has been halted, there 1s 
every reason -to believe the claim advanced 
a day or so ago that it was being slowed 
down is correct. It was to be expected that 
in the area between the Stalin line and the 
Russo-German border in Poland progress by 
the strong German mechanized forces would 
be at first rapid, ‘That was also to be ex- 
pected in the small Baltic republics. The 
Germaris now claim to have pierced the 
Stalin line in several places, but the rate of 
progress along the greater part of the line 
suggests that, if indeed they have, they have 
not penetrated very far, nor have they up to 
the present been able to turn any important 
position. ‘The impression which is gained 
is that the Russian war machine, which 
because of its enormous size cannot but be 
expected to come into full action somewhat 
slowly, and that especially considering: the 
poorness of Russian communications, is now 
Teaching its full capacity for action, and is 
putting up a resistance to the German 
advance the effectiveness of which even the 
Germans themselves admit. * ji 

In a report from Berlin the threadbare old 
story is repeated to the effect that with the 
beginning of a new tremendous battle on a 
broad front the German high command may 
bbe expected to start a period of extreme 
reticence in an effort to keep the Soviet high 
command in the dark regarding the progress 
of operations. Tt may be the German view 
that a new battle is developing, but it is 
detinitely the opinion of the Russians that 
the first one which commenced with the 
invasion has not yet been completed and will 
not be until the Russians have had an 
‘opportunity of counter-attacking in force. If 
the Russians eventually succeed in bringing 
the German progress to a complete halt— 
and there is some reason to believe that they 
may be able to do it—the German plans! 
which have already been delayed may be| 
very seriously frustrated. ‘That would indeed 
be a Russian success. 

‘M, Lozovsky, Vice-Commiséar for Forelgn 
Affairs, expressed the intention of the Rus- 
sian Government to give the Germans no 
breathing space. ‘This the Russians, because 
of their superiority in numbers, should well 
be able to do. While the Germans have 
been throwing réserves into the fighting the 
position‘ of thelr troops appears to be that 
they have to be continually going forward no 
matter how slow the pace may be, it may 
casily be concluded that the German soldiers 
without relief are undergoing an ordeal 
somewhat similar to that experienced by the 
British and Greek troops in Crete where the 
inability to secure rest played an important 
part-in the ultimate fate of that island, 
Neutral correspondents dealing with the Rus- 
sian army tell a different tale to that which 
the German propagandists put about. Ac- 
cording o the former the Red Army is well 
equipped, .while the tanks they are now put- 
ting into action are reported to constitute 
‘a very considerable surprise. ‘The Germans 
on the other hand seck to minimize the 
efficiency of the Red Army and its equip- 
ment, though, characteristically they con~ 
tradict themselves by referring to the stub- 
born defence which their opponents are 
offering them. 

‘This brief survey of the situation in 
western Russia should give ground for be-| 
lef that whatever Hitler may gain from his 
attack on the Soviet is being paid for most 
heavily. ‘The claim that the Germans have 
had no fewer than 700,000 casualties does 
not seem unreasonable in view of the extent 
of the fighting and the huge numbers of men 
Involved. If, however, that figure is correct 
the successes which the Germans have ob- 
tained up to the present are indeed most 
expensive, for that figure represents about 
‘one quarter of the men said.to have been 
flung against: the Russians. ‘There must al- 
ways be some doubt as to the correctness 
of such claims, particularly by the force 
which is in process of withdrawal, for ob- 
viously..they have little opportunity of sur- 
veying the field of battle and estimating 
casualties. But German admissions of the 
severity of the fighting caused by the deter- 
mined Russian resistance justify the beliet 
that their casualties are heavy, and perhaps 
heavier than the gains up to the present 
Justify.

day. Dr. Spinks points out that the primary 
aim of the German fifth columnists is to 
promote a rightist revolution in Japan giving 
its government a: totalitarian structure based 
«on the German model and to further an ex- 
pansionist movement calculated to bring 
Japan into war with the United States. What 
[has occurred-up to the present follows very 
closely along the lines adopted by the Nazis 
{in Italy and though In the case.of Japan con- 
trol has not yet been so completely established 
the danger of Japan being as thoroughly honey- 
‘combed with Nazi agents is one which cannot 
now be disregarded. The fact that more than 
3,000 Nazis have penetrated into all forms 
of activity in Japan, even into Government 
departments, clearly ‘demonstrates how Ger- 
many Is seeking" to undermine the Japafiese 
Government and reduce it to a’ position 
analogous with that of Italy. It is a striking 
example of Nazi penetration by fraud. 

‘The military. extremists; whose, policies 
have permitted of this partial surrender of 
government in Japan, delude themselves it 
they fancy for one moment that in the un- 
likely event of a German vietory in this war, 
their country would play any more glorious 
réle than that which Italy is now filling, 
The whole scheme is to permeate the Japanese 
Government with the dry rot of Nazlism, 
‘The only ends which the Fifth Column is 
pursuing in Japan are purely Nazi ends, and 
the German. agents will have completely 
succeeded if they can manage by hook or 
crook fo émbroil Japan with the United 
States. ‘The tempting bait of expansion is 
dangled before the eyes of the military 
extremists, but it is a fact, and a well known 
one at that, that Hitler’ is out for world 
domination in which not’ even Japan will 
share as a partner, 

‘The danger in which Japan now stands is 
no figment of the imagination. It will be 
Increased as the various German agents from 
other countries, who find it dificult to regain 
their own ‘land; seek refuge in Japan, and 
there can be no gainsaying the fact that, 
should Germany defeat Russia, Prince Konoye 
will play no larger part in the German 
scheme than Mussolini is now doing. In view 
of the attempts which have been, and may 
still be made to bring about a better under- 
standing between Japan, Great Britain and 
the United States, it needs to be borne in 
mind that there can be no real improvement 
in the relations between those three countries 
as long as Japan adheres to the Axis. From 
every point of view, not excluding that of 
commerce, Japan's best interests would be 
served by’ secession from the Axis and the 
expulsion of the Nazi fifth column which is 
undermining the whole constitutional struc- 
ture of Japan. An enormous market—and of 
markets Japan stands in very great need,— 
could be found by arrangement with Russia, 
the way to which has been paved by the 
pact, obtained by Mr. Matsuoka in his recent 
European trip. 

‘There are other markets closed as a result 
of the British defeat of the Italians in Africa 
which also coilld be reopened to Japan, but 
it fs unlikely that this will occur so ‘Tony 
as Japan is openly ranged. with the Axis 
in opposition to the democracies. Japan hi 
much to gain by a revision of her foreign 
policy, and certainly nothing to lose. THe 
economic interests of a Germany successful 
{in this struggle would be in direct confict 
with those of Japan. ‘That must always be 
the case where two highly industrialized 
nations want access to the principal supplies 
of the world's raw materials, and it is be- 
cause of that fact that it is possible to argue 
that there is no real community of interests 
between Japan and Germany but rather a 
very definite antagonism. It is not too late 
for Japan to mend her ways. It will be when 
the German fifth columnists have succeeded 
in clamping down full control on the Japanese 
Government, If that comes about the future 
of the Japanese will indeed be tragic as 
but another nation subjugated to the ambi- 
tlons of the Herrenvolk,

time comes. Has the time now come? ‘That 
s the question, 

‘To attempt to answer tha: question at. this 
distance from the scene of operations and 
with ‘the very sketchy outline of the facts 
which has ‘reached Shanghai would. be 
foolish, ‘There are, however, certain flelds of 
speculation itis legitimate to traverse, 
without for a moment presuming (o state 
what the British Government should or should 
not do, In the frst place there would appear 
to be good grounds for M, Litvinofs declar 
tion that Hitler has again been thrown out of 
his reckoning, just as he was in his plans for 
the subjugation of Britain, ‘The Soviet armies 
hhave wrecked the High Commé2d’s time table, 
and inflicted huge losses upon the Nazis. They. 
have taken toll of men, armoured. vehicles, 
and planes to an extent that Hitler: could 
hardly have contemplated when he launched 
his Blitzkrieg against them, in the expecta- 
tion of a quick break-through and Soviet 
surrender within eight weeks, With this in 
view, there is much to be said in support of 
M. Litvinoft's plea: 

‘While his aim is to strike at one adversary 
at atime, ours should be to strike together 
simultaneously ‘without respite and untiring 
Jy. Each blow ‘struck mow is ten timeg a3 
effective and entails infinitely tess sacrinee 
than it t'is delivered when any one of bis 

versaries becomes Weaker, 

So far the British Government has confined 
itself to extending the scope and frequency. 
of air raids over Germany’ and German 
occupied territory, inflicting great damage 
upon the Nazi wat potential, and to malking 
daylight sweeps over northern France, which 
have driven the Germans off their aerodromes 
near the coastline {o a distance of more than 
sixty miles inland. In these days, the 
distance of sixty miles is not much. “It cane 
not appreciably affect Nazi raids upon the 
British Isles. Is there therefore some other 
purpose behind them, such ns. clearing ,the 
air of enemy defenders in preparation for 
f Tanding, even though the landing may be 
no more than a large-scale raid? Or is it 
to tie up in western Europe large number 
‘of German troops who could be used with 
advantage in the Basten front, by keeping 
the High Command guessing as to the British « 
intentions? ‘There are other: factors which 
may also be taken into consideration when 
spectlating in this fashion. One is the recent 
arrival’of another large contingent of Can 
@ian troops in Britain. Surely Britain was 
well enough defended before the arrival of 
these men, Is this reinforcement intended to 
make it possible to use other troops who 
have been specially trained for some other 
purpose, such as an offensive? Why also 
did the British Government inform the Prime 
Minister of Iceland, immediately after the 
Nazi attack on the ‘Soviets, that the eighty 
thousand troops garrisoning'that island were 
urgently needed elsewhere? It would there- 
fore occasion little surprise if some important 
diversion were attempted .very shortly— 
though where it might be attempted is any- 
body's guess. 

M, Litvinoff showed a shrewd appreciatios 
of the issues which are at stake. “He ma 
no appeal for assistance in protecting the 
ideology of his country. But he went down 
to the fundamentals when he sald this 
struggle was between society and the jungle. 
He asked: “Do we not know from the actual 
‘writings and declarations of Hitler himself 
and his merry men that they consider them= 
selves above all conceptions of peaceful co- 
existence of nations, intérnational obligations, 
morals, honour, humanity—in a word, ali 
that distinguishes civilized society from the 
jungle?” ‘That is really why this war is 
being tought: to restore the Ideals of 
civilization, No opportunity should be missed 
to strike the enemy at his weakest point and 
to strike hard and deeply. ‘The War Cabinet 
may decide that the time for such a blow is 
now, or it may decide that the time is not 
yet.’ But Britons in this part,of the world

SUCCESS IN SYRIA 


July 11. 

In Syria during the past two weeks things 
have moved with such swiftness that what 
at frst looked likely to be a somewhat longer 
campaign than was originally estimated has 
now reached a point where the Vichy French 
forces have been obliged to ask for an 
ermistice, It can only be hoped that the 
‘terms which’ the British and Free French 
offer will prove acceptable to General Dentz, 





America outposts have now been provided as published-in the New York “Herald Tribune” are a number of probabllities, some of which end that a very painful ¢pisode will speedily 
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be brought to,a termination. When the use’ 
of Syrian airfields by German aeroplanes led 
the British, and the Free French to decide; 
upon invading the French mandated territory, 
the forces at frst used were not suMicient 0 
‘break down the Vichy resistance completely, 
‘and after gaining initial successes the British- 
de Gaulle troops were held up for some time, 
‘The criticism seems to be justifled that the 
strength of the Vichy opposition had been 
‘underestimated; and that the Allies had sent 
in a boy to do a man's job, There is, of 
course, the argument that all the Allied forces 
which’ were then available were used, and 
that it was the arrival of reinforcements 
Which enabled additions! columns to be sent 
into Syria which eventually brought about 
the request for dn armistice, 

‘Those columns threatened to divide the 
forces resisting the invasion, thrusting as 
they were fowards Aleppo, Homs and Beirut, 
‘The final crisis seems to have come with the 
capture of Damour by the Imperial troops. 
‘This little village a few miles south of Beirut 
was the base of the defence of the principal 
port in Syria, and its capture meant that 
Beirut was likely to fall into the hands 
of the Allies at any moment rendering the 
position of'the Vichy troops from a military 
point: “of” Wiew exceptionally grave. “With 
Beirut in the hands of the British and their 
‘Allies a disastrous blow would have -been 
struck to the Vichy troops in southern Syria, 
Dut it has to be remembered that other Vichy’ 
forces, elsewhere in the country were in an 
equally bad way. 

‘With the resources which the British and) 
the de Gaulle forces finally had at their| 
Aisposal it may correctly be said that the 
result of the Syrian campaign was never in 
doubt. ‘The Vichy forces could, and did do 
their utmost with the men and material they 
had, and though it was recently claimed that 
reinforcements and supplies had been sent 
to, the Vichy troops, the fact is that, none 
were’ sent, and, if ‘they had, could never| 
have been’ delivered. ‘That was made quite 
plain when Turkey refused Vichy's request 
to permit supplies to pass through Turkish 
“territory to General Dentz’s army. His pot 
tion, therefore, was not unlike that of the 
Duc'd’Aosta in Abyssinia, He could fight so 
ong as his supplies held out, but he was in 
fact besieged:-with no prospect of relief. But 
again as in Abyssinia the employment af 
columns invading Syria from different 
irections had the effect of threatening ulti- 
‘mate division of the Vichy forces into units 
which could have been dealt with piecemeal. 
‘That position was rapidly being approached 
when General Dentz asked for an armistice, 
and it might have been only a few days 
bofore the Allied forces would have attained 
their objectives 

It is to be hoped that this will see the 




















ment on record to tho effect that it the 
armistice terms are unacceptable fighting must 


continue. It is desirable that this should 
be avoided for the sooner this phase of the 
‘war is got rid of, to remain no more than 
avery unpleasant memory, the better pleased 
‘most people will be. ‘There can be no qués- 
tion as to the honourable manner in which 
the Vichy troops fought, ‘They resisted the 
invasion with a gallantry and determination 
fully in accordance with the best French 
traditions, and, though victory on this occa~ 
sion has not crowned their arms, they will 
‘emerge from the struggle with all honour, 
From the British point of view the elimina 
tion of Syria as a base from which the enemy’ 
might have threatened the Suez Canal should, 
prove of a distinct advantage and consider- 
‘ably strengthen the Allied position in the| 
eastern Mediterranean, It must, however, be| 
Yegarded .as no more than a’ minor local 
success, though nevertheless one which will 
contribute to final vietory. 











WAR IN RUSSIA 


July 11. 
‘The maps which have been published in 
this journal since the commencement of the 
German invasion of Russia have served to 
give a pretty fair iden of what has 
happening. At first they were based upon 
the claims of the German propaganda re~ 
porters, but statements which have since been 
made in communiqués issued by Moscow 
hhave permitted of some degree of checking, 
with the result that a very clear picture may 
now be formed of the situation along the huge 
front stretching from the Arctic to the Black 
Sea, One fact emerges from the latest 
reports to hand and that is that the initial 
momentum of .the German advance has: 
been slowed down by the energy of the: 
Russian resistance, and. German hopes of a 
swift subjugation of the Russians seem likely 
to be denied. Roughly speaking two main 
actions appear (0 have developed up to the, 
present. ‘The battle north -of “the Pripet 
marshes stretches from Ostroy just south’ 
of the Lake Pelpus down to Borisov, a town 


between the Dvina and the Dnieper where! 
those ‘two rivers run almost parallel with 
each other, the absence of a natural defence 
having obliged the Russians to rely upon| 
the usual type of fortifications. It is here 
that the struggle is flercest for if the Ger- 
mans could burst through there the Russian 
positions south and north of Borisov would 
be in grave danger of being turned, and 
‘Moscow would be menaced. 

South of the Pripet marshes a second big) 
battle is proceeding. Here the Germans in 
‘the neighbourhood of Novgorod-Volynsk are 
attacking in’the direction of. Jitomir in an 
attempt to reach Kiev, an important bridge- 
head on the Dnieper, the capture of which 
would open another’ route to Moscow, or 
alternatively Kharkov and the overrunning 


of southern Ukraine. ‘The Russians here are | 


putting up a remarkably fine fight and with’ 
the aid of fortifications in depth are succeed 
ing in holding up the Germans despite the| 
frantle endeavours of the later to break down 
their resistance. Indeed they appear to have! 
been tn the position to launch a counter- 
attack which has held up the German 
machine at any rate for the time belng. In| 
the northern area again little activity 1s 
reported, but according to Havas Telemondia},| 
that is due fo the regrouping of the German| 
forces in the Baltie States and preparations: 
for action on a large scale in Estonia with 
Talinn as the immediate objective, the capture 
of which would give the Germans complete 
control of the Gulf of Finland and constitute 
a very definite threat to the Russian Navy 
based upon Leningrad. ‘The move here may 
‘come simultaneously with a further effort of| 
the Germans to pass east of Lake Peipus, 
‘and, if they succeed in doing that, the Russian 
forces in northern Estonia might be placed 
{in a difficult position having only a narrow 
neck of land between the lake and the Gult 
of Finland through which to withdraw their 
forces defending Talinn, 

On activities in other sectors both Moscow 
and Berlin remain reticent. ‘The latter con- 
{inues to maintain silence chiefly because 
the Germans have been unable to announce 
further big successes which they declared 
they would be able to do some few days ago. 
They would not hesitate to do so if they 
possibly could, for they have to provide some 
Justification for the huge sacrifice of men and 
material which this onslaught upon Russia 
‘has meant for them, There ts every reason 
{0 believe that the losses which the Russians 
hhave inflicted upon them are greatly in excess 
‘of the valtie of the successes they have 
obtained up to the present, and it may very 
well prove to be that, by the time this cam- 
paign has been brought to a conclusion, the| 
damage done by the Russians to the German 
millitary machine may prove to be decisive. 
‘That the Germans are uneasy about the 
situation is amply demonstrated by the new 
fale they are telling to the effect tha 
thelr real objective is not so much the 
capture of territory as the annihilation of the 
Russian armies.- In that up to the present: 
‘they have not done remarkably well.

@ month are being turned out in Great 
Britain, It is stated that the German poten- 
tial output was between 3,000 and 3,600 
‘combat craft, hut that the° actual number 
produced was, for various’reasons, consider- 
ably below those figures. 

In a very short. space of time, possibly 
before the end of the year the United States 
‘will be building 2,000 aeroplanes a month, 
so that when that point is reached the com- 
bined production of the two democracies will 
be far ahead of the enemy and an annual 
‘output. of. about 50,000 aeroplanes within.

on Berlin, It is probably only the very short 
hours of darkness at this time ‘of the year 
which have prevented such raids up to the 
present, but it is good to know that directly 
opportunity offers Berlin will be meted out 
the same treatment os that under which 
London so gallantly suffered. ‘There are still 
those who tend to deplore air attacks on 
Berlin as retaliation for those made on 
London, but surely the argument, that London 
‘being the seat of the British Government is 
‘a proper military objective, must apply in 
the case of Berlin. There are, of course, 
other military objectives in both capitals and 
the only question with which the British 
‘air command will probably concern itself is 
whether blows struck at Berlin can be carried 
out without reducing the effectiveness of 
raids elsewhere in Germany. 

If that question is answered in the 
‘affirmative there should be no false senti- 
mentality about attacking Berlin whether as 
reprisals or -not, After the indiscriminate 
bombing to which London and other cities, 
small towns and even villages’ have been 
subjected, after all the slaughter which has 
been inflicted upon tens of thousands of 
British civilians, it must be a matter of the 
completest indifference, to all those who 
realize that the only answer to totalitarian 
‘war is totalitarian war, whether in the search 
‘after means of doing the greatest damage 
to the German cause, German civilians are 
made to suffer as the British have done. It 
‘will not be satisfactory to any, who appreciate 
the mentality of the Nazis and their methods 
of conducting war, until the German cup 
has been filled to overflowing, until the 
enemy is struck back at with the weapons 
they have used so murderously, and given 
‘an opportunity of showing the world whether 
Nazi discipline is as good as British moral, 











OBSCURITY IN SYRIA 


July 12, 
Despite’ the fact that the Vichy Govern- 
ment announced on Wednesday night in a 
communiqué that it could not continue th 
struggle in Syria the situation with regard to 
General Dentz’s application for armistice 
terms is at the time of writing still obscure. 
It appears that General Sir Henry Maitland: 
Wilson replied promptly to the Vichy com- 
‘mander’s application, but it is not at all clear 
whether General Dentz has rejected them, or 
whether the fighting which is proceeding is 
that which continues ordinarily under an 
armistice which has been applied but not 
actually signed. ‘There are indications that 
the reported terms which the British and 
Free French are reported to have indicated 
to General Dentz are approximately correct. 
Jn this connection the alleged requirement 
that the Vichy commander should hand 
over intact all munitions, guns, planes, 
equipment and warships and to guarantee: 
that there shall be no further damage to 
‘means of communication is of importance, for 
it is now reported that the Vichy naval’ 
forces in Beirut have fled and sought refuge 
in a Turkish port. It is to be believed that 
they will be allowed the customary period in’ 
which to prepare for sea, and, should they 
not sail, will be interned for the duration. 

With ‘the report that Vichy has decided to 
reject the terms offered by the Allies comes 
the news that Australians are already enter- 
ing Beirut. If that {s confirmed then a most 
signal success will have been obtained, which 
should serve to shorten the campaign, That 
it must end shortly:even Vichy seems pre~ 
pared to concede, but what it does not appear 
fo understand is that whatever the armistice 
terms which the Allies have offered or are 
prepared to offer ‘only the complete climina~ 
tion of the Vichy influence from Syria can 
be accepted. ‘The place of the Vichy officials 
in the administration of the mandate can 
‘easily be taken by members of the de Gaulle 
forees, and such others who may decide to 
remain under the new administration. In the 
circumstances for the Germans to speak of 
the reported terms as amounting to a Diktat 
is ridiculous. Only they know how to pre- 
pare such things, and if the alleged terms 
are indeed correct then the Allies have been 
more than moderate. 

It is to be hoped that the situation which 
at the moment is more than a little confused 
will shortly be clarified and that Vichy will 
appreciate the futility of further continuing a 
struggle of which, humanly speaking, the re- 
sult is a foregone conclusion. ‘To carry on the 
struggle can only mean the loss of more valu- 
able lives without any military advantage 
being derived. Britain has no territorial 
ambition in either Syria or Lebanon, and, so 
long as they are not used as land or ‘sea 
bases by the enemy, will be quite content to 
eave the administration of the two areas in 
the hands of the Free French within the 

















framework of that independence which has. 
been guaranteed to Syria by Great Britain. 


negotiated with the Syrians, but failed for in- 
ternal political reasons, not unconnected with 
the reluctance of certain French officials (0 
lose their jobs, to ratify. 

For the rest'it would seem that it will be 
necessary at all times to maintain a com- 
paratively. substantial force in ‘Syria as 
a: precaution against any attempt of the 
enemy to land on its coasts from the Balkans, 
It is true that such an attempt would be 
‘considerable risk so long as the British Navy 
controls the eastern Mediterranean, but at 
tack by massive parachute troops’ may be 
possible, as a means of embarrassing the army 
of occupation and diverting rather more 
forces than otherwise would be necessary for 
the defence of the various aerodromes. On 
the other hand a rapld conclusion of this 
‘campaign should have the result of berating 
further troops for the other theatres of 
war in which activity can. be expected 
almost at any moment, and the pos 
sibilities are that if Vichy continues to re- 
Ject the Allied terms and carries on the 
Struggle 1¢ will be for some dark reason of 
Hitler's whose orders Vichy now so obviously 
obeys. : 








THE PASSING PHASE 
July 14. 

It is nothing remarkable that the day of 
the storming of the Bastille should be the 
‘commemoration day for the commencement 
‘of the French Revolution, for while the 
popular movement was to commence a trend 
‘of developments which was to lay the 
monarchy. in the dust, and establish the 
foundations of a republican democracy, the 
destruction of the Bastille was the removal 
of a hideous nightmare which had brooded 
over Paris for well over four centuries, 
‘The gate of Saint Antoine in King John's 
time had been flanked by two towers, About 
1369 Hugues Aubriot at the command of 
Charles V changed the structure into a 
regular fortress, with the addition of six 
other towers, united by thick connecting 
walls and surrounded by a diteh some 
twenty-five feet across, During the four 
hundred and twenty years which were to 
follow those gloomy towers acquired all the 
sinister qualities of an instrument of despotic 
oppression, 

France like most of the rest of Europe 
was feeling its way towards civilization, 

id though in the breasts of many think- 
ers, even in the carly days of thé fortr 
‘of Saint Antoine, there was already kindled 
the desire for liberty, there was a long 
period to elapse before the full realization 
of the doctrine reached the masses in gen- 
eral, a process which might have been even 
slower if the ruling classes had shown that 
moderation which so often characterizes a 
benevolent tyranny. ‘The storming of the 
Bastille as the fortress had by. then come 
to be known was not the revolution, but 
{ts premonitory symptom, It was, perhaps, 
even more than that—the spark which set 
off a magazine full of rich explosive, But 
it will always be food for speculation as to 
‘what would have happened if, instead of a 
poor defence, the garrison of the Bastille 
had been able to beat back the attackers. 
Would Paris have been disheartened by the 
vindication of the authority it loathed? 
Would the rest of France have remained 
idle to simmer with indignation for a sea~ 
son until another opportunity offered? Who 
Knows; in the face of history only accom~ 
plished facts can be dealt with, and the out~ 
standing fact is that the Bastille fell and the 
news, of its fall spread with the rapidity of 
a fiery cross summoning the people to re= 
beltion, 

It is not necessary to dwell upon the time 
during which the new republic went through 
‘all the throes of birth, but,. with the di 
appearance of the towers of the Bastille, a 
new life came to France. ‘The elegance of 
the monarchical “days soon came back, 
French culture reestablished itself, ‘The 
smiling countryside responded to the loving 
care of the farmer and Paris was ultimately 
to become the city of light. ‘There are few 
foreigners, who have had the privilege of 
knowing the French in their homeland, who 
do not appreciate: all that the French did 
for themselves in the years since 1789, how 
‘they created thriving industries and rose to 
a place in the world which was rightfully 
theirs, and in the arts and in the sefences 
the French marched in the advance guard 
of civilization, The courage of the people 
rose above ail difficulties; great men led 
them through many crises, and when suf- 
fering had to-be-borne the people of France 
endured it encouraged with a fixed faith in 
the destiny of their nation, ‘The French con- 
tribution t6 the art of living was indeed a 
gracious one, one which has made itself 
felt in practically every country of the 
world, and their Ideals of equality, fraternity 
and liberty found echoes in the hearts of all 
the universe.

“Where Vichy appears to have stuck over varler 
neceptance of the Allied terms was in con-| 
nection with the provision giving French 
{troops free choice as to whether they will 
join. the de Gaulle movement or remain 
Joyal to Vichy, Here Marshal Petain’s Got 
ernment saw a de facto recognition of the 
Free French movement and took the ob- 
vious course of refusing to agree to the 
‘Allied proposals. ‘The matter, however, was 
left in the hands of General Dentz who was 
clearly more influenced by the realities of 
the mMlitary situation than the rather nice 
point which swayed Vichy. 

So an attempt on the part of the Ger- 
mans to involve the British in the Levant, 
commencing frst with the action of the rebel 
Traql Government, m which the Germans| 
used Syrian bases in an abortive attempt 
to assist it, has been brought to a frult-| 
Jess end,, ‘This armistice in fact sets the 
seal to the reverse which the Germans suf 
fered when the Iraqi rebels were driven’ 
from power and the legitimate Government: 
restored to office, Their failure will have 
considerable repercussions throughout the 
‘Arab world and the prestige of the British, 
Which never was in very serious danger 
will be enhanced by the successful manner| 
in which the German intrigue has been so 
completely foiled. ‘The beneflts to be derived 
from regularizing the position in Syria are 
important, Not only is an immediate threat 
to the Suez Canal from the east averted, 
but the position of the British navy in the 
eastern Mediterranean has been considerably 
strengthened. A Syria controlled by an 
authority hostile to Great Britain ond her 
Allies might have proved a serious incon- 
venience and its elimination fs, therefore, a 
distinct advantage, 


While, naturally, considerable satistaction| 
must be felt at the successful conclusion of 
this campaign, there is no cause for any’ 
fubllation whatever. The whole’ matter has: 
been thoroughly painful and distasteful to 
all Britons, and doubtless to those Free| 
Frenchmen who must also have loathed 
what must have appeared to them no more 
than , fratricidal strife. For the British, | 
Australian and Indian troops who_entered| 
the war to fight on the side of France it 
was a grievous thing that force of circum-| 
stances led them to take up arms against} 
Frenchmen fighting under the orders of the: 
Nazi-controlled Vichy regime, « It is to be: 
hoped that whatever bitterness there may! 
exist will bé modified by the fact that Aght- 
ing was not long drawn out and ‘that the 
terms of the armistice do full honour to 
French arms and imposes upon General’ 
Dentz nothing which he could not with all 
propriety accept, A painful episode has| 
‘come to an'end, and it is to be hoped that 
this war ‘will not see any recurrence. 

















_ MUTUAL ASSISTANCE 
July 15. 

‘The signing of an Anglo-Russian mutual 
assistance pact, in which it is stipulated that 
neither of the’ contracting parties shall 
negotiate for, or conclude an armistice, oF 
peace with Germany except by mutual agree- 
ment, ond providing that each shall extend) 
to the other full military and economic 
‘assistance, loses none of its significance 
‘coming as it does on the heels of unconfirmed 
German reports of further military gains. It 
Is generally conceded -that if the German. 
claims are substantiated the position of the 
‘Russian armies will indeed be precarious, but 
there is nothing at present to suggest that 
they will not be able to continue the struggle, 
‘and keep large German forces fully occupied 
in European Russia, and thus make a con- 
siderable contribution to final victory. If the 
Russians can continue to absorb heavy Ger- 
‘man blows, maintaining’ a front regardless of 
where it is established, the mutual assistance 
pact may indeed prove to be a most valuable 
document. Hitler is fighting already on two 
fronts. True, the front in which he is 
engaged with Great Britain is at present in 
the air, but the fact is that he has two 
powerful, hostile nations to the east and west, 
and while the nature of their blows may 
for the time being be different they are 
directed towards one end,—the destruction 
of the German forces. 

‘That for the moment can be approached 
from the British point of view by the anni- 
hilation of the industrial centres of Germany| 
In an effort to destroy her ability to wage 
‘a Iong-two-front war and counter-blockade. 
‘The time will come when added'to that, Great 
Britain will be able to invade the Continent. 
‘That will indeed be an enormous under- 
taking, vastly different from those operations 
which were possible when Great Britain and 
France had complete control of the Channel, 
and the large amount of shipping necessary 
to convey the British troops across the seas, 
and maintain them on’land afterwards, may 
‘mean that such a move will have to be 
delayed until the Battle of the Atlantic has 
been brought completely under control. 
‘There are signs that things are moving in 
that direction, but, when the safety of British 
shipping against’ the German counter- 
blockade is assured, the possibility of a 
successful invasion of the Continent will be 
considerable. 

It is to be regretted that when there was 
‘a mutual assistance pact between Russia, 
France and Czechoslovakia it was not 
possible to have included Great Britain as a 
party. Mutual suspicions in Westminster and 
‘Moscow provided a suitable and fertile field 
for German intrigue, and until Hitler, with 
his customary treachery, attacked Russi 
there was no particular ‘disposition on the 
part of the Kremlin to listen to the per- 
suasion of Sir Stafford Cripps, British 
Ambassador to Russia, whose efforts to reach 
fan understanding with the Soviet Govern- 
ment for along time proved so unavailing. 
It fs Idle to speculate now, in view of th 
facts, as to what would have happened if a 
four-part mutual assistance pact had existed 
when Hitler invaded Poland, though it is 
safe to venture the guess that the course of 
the war would have been very different from 
what it turned out to be. Indeed, there might 
have been no war at all, for it’ would have 
ensured Hitler having to do the very thing 
he dreaded, and fight on two fronts as 
imperial Germany had to do in the last war. 

Another interesting feature of this new 
agreement is that in itself it is a promise 
that no matter what happens with regard to 
the Stalin line the Soviet will continue the 
struggle; that over the vast plains of Russia 
the Germans will have to continue the fight 
and pay as heavily in the future as they 
have already done in the past for the gains 
in territory they may make. “The fact is that 
in attacking fortified positions the attackers 
must expect to sustain very heavy casualties, 
and the Russian claim that the Germans prior 
to this latest offensive had suffered a million 
‘casualties does not, in the circumstances, seem 
unlikely. What .the Germans are suffering 
now, cannot, naturally, be ascertained, but it 
may very well be that this mutual assistance 
pact, and the damage which is being done to 
the German war machine will in the long 
run render the present German successes 
Pyrrhie indeed. .

‘Throughout Signor 
Gayda’s latest effusion can be detected the 
guiding hand of Dr. Goebbels. ‘ 
‘Signor Gayda has declared that the Axis 
powers will take reprisals against the United 
‘States because an American patrol boat which 
was engaged in. picking up survivors of a 
torpedoed ship dropped a depth charge in 
order to warn the submarine which had tor- 
pedoed the ship to keep away. From the 
brief account of this incident given by the 
US, Secretary of the Navy, it would appear 
that the American ‘ship was engaged in an 
errand of mercy which would never have 
become’ necessary if the submarine had 
followed the rules of war and given the crew 
of the torpedoed vessel time to secure their 
‘own safety. Presumably, the offence com- 
mited by the American ship was that it 
picked up the survivors and objected to any 
interference while it was engaged in this 
humane duty—nothing more. Yet Signor] 
Gayda. has taken this action as a cause for 
reprisals against America—an exceedingly 
foolish threat to make; since if “reprisals” 
are taken, the next time an American ship 
drops a depth charge it will not be near the 
Axis submarine but definitely on it.

Jof the Japanese and als Chinese, have 
Rot the faintest notion whet the

Jmeans. ‘The only outstanding feature 
Jabout it is that it tends to make life 
jvastis more complicated than it used 
to be: 

‘And, as far as one can_ see, that 
is bout all the “new order” has done 
for north China up to now, where 
Jeven the most simple affairs of life 
have been successfully turned into 
hugely complicated problems, As to 
“eo-prosperity,” no doubt the thou 
sands of Japanese officials, who have 
been imported into north ‘China and 
Ihave been super-imposed on “the 
formerly simple economic and social 
life of the Chinese, might agree to 
subseribe to the word “prosperity,” 
but one completely fails to see, where 
the "eo" comes in. 

‘Not only: is living infinitely more 
expensive than four years ago, and 
many articles formerly In common 
Use are Impossible to get at all, but 
Ufe in. general for the Chinese’ ts 
much mare difficult and troublesome. 
They are continually harassed with 
Jnouse to house inspections, or called 
to police headquarters to be ques- 
tioned; they must provide them- 
selves with permits for almost every 
Dlessed thing they want to do, a re- 
sidentiad permit even, to be allowed 
to live at’ all. 


Living Conditions Unimproved 
And it ig not as if this over-reg! 
mentation had brought any Improve 
ment in their living conditions, Oa the 
feontrary, all the publie services, utili- 
fies, communications and so forth are 
[decidedly ‘worse run than they ‘used 
to be. Rallway travel, for instance, 
has’ ‘deteriorated "enormously, In 
former days the. rallways in. North 
(China — exept during the occasional 
wars. of the ‘Tuchuns — was com 
aratively comfortable and well run, 
‘Today travel by rall-is a kind of 
purgatory, leaving out of account the 
fair ebanee one runs of being. In- 
volved ina wreek on some of the 
Hines. 

Tn former days one could always 
be sure ‘of booking a sleeper fora 
Tonger Journey; today that is quite 
impossible. "And even for the short 
Journey between the two main cities 
fot the north, -Pelping’ and.

‘The United States cannot afford to 
lose South America just as a husband 
‘cannot ask another man to keep his 
wie, he explained. “Apart from the 
United States, only: Britain and Ger~ 
many are able to effect control over 
South Amerlea. If Hitler defeats 
Britain, he. will turn hig attention to 
South ‘America, ‘The well-known 
‘Shanghal financier sald that Britain 
And the United States should not take 
Hiller light-heartedly and that it was 
high time for them to. think of a 
unifled command. He did not like to 
be thought to be dietating. and never 
suggested that the United States 
should participate In the war. 


Warning of War 


“In December, T obtained informa 
tlon' that Japan had been told by 
Hiller that the pact between Russia 
and Germany would be torn up in 
‘August or September and that Japan 
Should fight also.” Sir_Vietor sald 
turning to the Russo-German war, 
Hitler did it earlier last month, con 
sidering the weather conditions in 
Soviet Russia and the latter did not 
expect it, Asked about his opinion 
fon tho outcome of the struggle. he 
fald that Russia would not love the 
War although she might be beaten 
militarily in battles. Hitler was 
iolng to undergo dimoulties experi- 
enced by Japan in the China war, he 
sald, as Stalin was determined’ to 
‘carry oUt the “scorched earth” policy. 

Sir Vietor took pains to explain 
how Japan could not fight the United 
States, and he elioved. that Hitler 
might turn his attention to. Japan 
after Anishing his Russlan campaign, 
‘Although admitting that he has more 
Japanese friends now than before, he 
‘sald. "Td hate to be Japan”, after 
Feviewing the present “international 
situation, If Hitler got hold of Rus- 
fla whom he has to develop following, 
tho Wwar, he would probably ask for 
the Japanese fect, giving Japan a 
fr¢g hand in everything she desires 
until after he has beaten the United 
States. Although Sir Victor did not 
think ‘that Japan has been fooled so 
far, hg was of the opinion that Hitler 
hhag fooled so many that he might 
similorily. vietimize Japan, Japan 
Should not fight the United States lest 
she should not be able to obtain any 
help from Washington in case she is 
fooled, 


Importance of Air Arm 


Sir Viotor sald that Japan laid too 
much stress on her army and navy 
And that she failed to build a stronger 
fait force, although he realized that 
ihe air foree could never be the de- 
clsive factor in a war. He pointed out 
that the Blamarck was the best ship 
ever seon and yet the British alr 
Force was mainly responsible for her 
Sinking, He reealled the attack by 
f torpedo from a ‘plane, The battle 
of Crete also showed the importance 
0f the alr foree. he said.

Commodities Tax 


Chungking, July 9. 

New rates for the consolidated tax 
‘on commodities were announced by 
the Chinese Government today. 

‘The consolidated tax is a national 
tax collected by the Tax Bureau of 
‘the Ministry of Finance, and affects 
rolled tobaceo, tobacco ‘leaves, for- 
elgn wines, beer, aleoholic drinks, 
matches, sugar, coment, flour and 
cotton, 

‘The new rates follow: rolled 
tobacco, 80 per cent. ad valorem, 
tobacco’ leaves, 25 per cent, forelgn 
wines, 60 per’ cent, drinks, 20 per 
cent. alcohol, 20 -per cent, alcohol 
used as motor spirits, 10 per cont, 
matches, 20 per cent. sugar 18 per 
cent., cement, 15 per cent, cotton 
35 per cent, and flour 25 per cent, 

‘The tax is collected at the place 
of origin and is based on the aver~ 
age wholesale price for six months.

would go to Ieeland, 

‘The message said the assurance that 
“strategie outposts in the United 
States defence frontier should remain 
In friendly hands is the very founda- 
tion of United States national secur- 
ity and of the national security of 
everyone of the independent nations 
of the new world. 

President Roosevelt said “is ts im~ 
erative that approaches between the 
‘Americas and those strategic outposts, 
the safely of which this country 
gards as essential to its national

nd Fars, and then joined his father's

returned to Berlin to take over the 
[Overseas Department, Finally in 
1912 he was appointed Chairman of 
the Board of Directors of the Sie- 
/mens-Schuekert “Company. 

At the beginning of the Great War 
von Siemens served on the Western 
Front, but was reealled by the Gov- 
ermént to reorganize his works 
into plants for the production of 
war-materlal. On the death of his 
brother in 1919 he became chairman 
of Siemens Halske, 

‘Under Carl Friedrich von Slemen's 
management the Siemens works went 
from one triumph to another in the 
application of electricity to the solu- 
tion of the problems of modern life 
in the home, on the farm, in the 
factory, for radio purposes, for high- 
peed transport, and in’ countless 
other Melds of present-day activity. 

‘Vast Town 

His creation, Siemensstadt, on the 

northeastern Border of Berlin, is not 
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only a vast industrial.town, but also 
is. surrounded.by a chain ‘of work- 
‘men's settlements built in the form 

jarden cities. In this, 
‘of old employees and 
rkmen, von Siemens followed out 
his fathr's ideas, 

Besides boing a leading captain of 
industry, von Ser fo. made in- 
cursions'in polities, In 1020, he was 
elected a member of the Reichstag 
‘on. the democratic list, put reline 
‘quished his seat in 1924 ‘when he be- 
Jeame Chairman of the German, Rafl- 
way Company. 

He was a recognized authority on 
economle questions of national and 
international signifleance and he was 
called to sit on the board of directors, 
not only of industrial undertakings 
but also of banks, including the 
Reichsbank, 

Although himself a large.scale An- 
dustrialist, von Siemens. always. de- 
precated the swamping of individual- 
fy and inltiaulve by modern collec. 
‘vist tendencies, He was never tired 
of emphasizing the importance of de- 
veloping the sense of publle respon 
sibility and offering the fullest scope 
for talent, and frequently uttered a 
warning against, supposing that these 
‘qualities ean be supplanted by big- 
scale organization, He always put 
the human belng before the machine.

The point on 
which many ‘people disagree with the Arch= 
bishop was his assertion that to bomb Ger= 
man cities rather than military objectives 
‘would not make the German people clamour 
for cessation of the war, 

‘The Labour Party Conference wound up 
with an overwhelming vote for the sternest 
prosecution, of the war. ‘The pacifists were 
‘an Insignificant handful. But many speeches. 
plainly showed that anxiety as to whether 
we arereally doing our utmost to win the 
war, which is the prevailing anxiety of every 
man and woman that one meets. ‘Thus Mr. 
Dukes, speaking for the trade unions, sald, 
“My fear is that we should lack the energy 
‘and drive in our war effort.” And Mr, Shin= 
‘welledeclared that we can only survive by 
the drastic readjustment of our whole in- 
ternal economy. 

Tt 48 easy to reply that the trade unions

“Some very remarkable facts about air 
raid damage have just been made public by 
‘Mr, Ernest Brown, Minister of Health, He 
tells us that London has*suffered twice as 
much damage to private residences, but in 
most of London 90 per cent. of the houses 
that could be repaired have been put in a 
condition to be lived in. All over the 
country 80 per cent. of the houses that were 
repairable have been made wind and water- 
proof.

ALONG THE HIGHWAYS 


July 6—~The vegetable garden has, wo fear, 
been rather neglected in these notes, and in 
theve days of high prices it should not be. 
First-class vegelables. require just as much 
cultural skill as the best flowers and they are 
not nbtained without strict attention being 
given to details. The best veretables are not 
necessarily the largest: the production of 
coarse and tasteless ones should be discouraxed 
and steps taken to improve flavour and quality, 
Vegetables are grown fo be eaten, not just 
admired. Many vegetables taste better when 
young: but this does not apply to all. Parsnips 
‘and carrots are more fender when young. but 
they do not have the same flavour as 

matured roots. Onlons are generally mild 
‘when large and young potatoes have not the 
Same flavour as old ones: perhaps wo enjoy 
them more, but it may be the mint favour that 
we like. Gaulifowere are much beter when 











‘young and so are.peas and beans, okra, turnips 
1d many other ‘vegetables. However, fully- 
in the oven, ‘have'a

ray of sunshine during Spring, Autumn and 
Winter, is important for successful vegetable 
cultivation. Preparation of ground. attention to 
Seedlings, thinning of crops, transplanting, 
staking and manuring are all important tasks 
in this garden and we have only fo watch the 
market-gardener at work hoeing his crops, to

be sown ss well ay a few carrots. Feeding: 
‘crops Iz most important here and a market 
gardener would never try to grow Egg Plants 
Meithout giving: them plenty of bean-cake oF 
rome other fertilizer. On the other hand, 
tomatoes do not lke a rich soll early in the 
season; frult hes a nasty habit of dropping off 
it too much fertilizer is used too early. How. 
ever, oven if we give lberal treatment to some. 
crops, they do not like to remain too long in 
the same bed: they appreciate a change of| 
ground. We try to rolale crops if space is 
available and not grow the same crop in the 
same place year after year. It would nof pay 
to grow cabbages always in the same place and 
it, for example, beans occupied the bed for a 
change. we should get better results. This 
“rotation of crops” business will be made much 
easier for us if we follow arrangements such 
as are given by leading growers. One of these 
arrangements ts the following: —Group A. 
Cruciferous crops (cabbage, cauliflower, ete), 
Group B, tnous erops (peas and beans). 
Group C. Umbeltiferous crops (carrots, par- 
snips ete). Group D, Solancceous crops 
(Tomatoes ‘ond potstoes). Group E. Composite 
crops (lettuce, ete). Group E. Lillaceous crops 
(Onions, leeks, etc). Group G. Miscellaneous 
crops (Beetroot, spinach, efe.). it is unwise to 
follow a crop with another in the same group 








if space is available for a change; but there is 
every chance of better results If a plant in, 
‘say, group B. Is planted on the same bed that’ 
was previously occupied by a member ef group 





July 10-—1t Is a most interesting study to 
watch the Trumpet Vine attaching itself to dry 
walls’ and posts, Plants are rather slow in be- 
coming established, but once they have become 
settled in new quarters. It does not take 
them ong to grow into large specimens. Aerial 
roots grow from nodes all along the stems and 
they attach themselves very securely. to any 
support. It Is not easy to detach a young branch 
during its growing perlod, but, as 1s generally 
the ease with climbers, older branches are Hable 
to become loose: they are not so brittle as the 
Virginian creeper, but they will break if handled 
roughly, The Trumpet Vine has had more than 
ls share of names and it will be found under 
Tecoma, Bignonla and also Campels in. the 
various’ gardening books. It is a beautiful elim 
bber and well-worth a place in every garden ; 16 
Mowers so profusely. We appear to have two 
[varieties in flower here at the present time, one 
being much more brilliantly coloured than, the 
‘other. The Trumpet Vine never looks better th 
when covering an old post, its flowering bran- 
jches hang so gracefully, the foliage is very at- 
tractive and ‘the orange-coloured flowers do 
much to brighten up our gardens. The black- 
berry, that prickly inhabitant of English hedges, 
fs having a good season this yeat: there appear 

‘excellent crops in’ those gardens where 
this berry is cultivated and quite good results 
in places where the plants are growing wild, 
[Nature 1s most accommodating as far as berried 
frult is concerned! We hi ‘of strawberries 
followed by the various varieties of raspberries 
oganberries, youngberries, Boysenberries a 
now blackberries, If they ‘all bore fruit at the 
same tme. we should not appreciate them 50 
much. Perhaps the blackberry is not such a 
favourite as the others mentioned: it may be 
foo common; but we feel that the home-grown 
produce being offered at §2 per pound in the 
country these days is not too expensive con- 
sidering the prices being asked for most things.

July 12-—Those who “like a mass of white 
‘Mowers in thelr garden at this time of the year 
should make a polntof growing Chrysanthemum 
Loucanthemum. What a display this makes with 
very little care and attention! The original Ox- 
eye daisy is a common weed in many parts of 
the world and children may be seen returning 
{from a trip to the country with large bunches of 
[Howers which are esteemed for vase decoration. 
‘The form we have here is an improvement 
fon'the original, flowers being larger, borne on 
Tonger stems and much betier for cut flower 
‘work: they do not last a long time in water 
but this does not matter much for there a1 
plenty of them on the plants. The Ox.eye dal 
‘will thrive anywhere but it does better in an 
airy situation and It is improved by division 
of the roots: old roots are easily divided during 
the Autumn or carly Spring, When the plants 

re permitted fo remain in one position too 
ng, flowers become smaller: ib pays to divide 
and transplant them, It is not a bad plan to use 

e Ox-eye daisy as a succession in the Larkspur 
bed, the plants may be planted between lark- 
spur early in the year: they will be crowded, 
but they will soon recover when the larkspur 
Js removed. Late sown Zinniag can be planted 
fo replace them when they pass thelr best and 
{these will continue to produce fowers until it 
is time to plant the chrysanthemums that have 
been cared for in the vegetable garden all the 
‘Summer, Cannay are also plants. that give us 
1 lob of pleasure for very little trouble; but in 
this case, care should be taken to avold buy 
{ing the ‘common seedlings that produce very 
mediocre flowers, There are many varieties of 
the “Indian Shot” as this plant iy called, a 
dwarf-growing scarlet being perhaps the most 
showy of all: this produces attractive flowers 
‘the whole Summer if it is encouraged by an 
occasional application of manure. ‘There ist 
‘golden yellow variety that is also worthy of @ 
place in the garden as well as a varlety blotched 
scarlet and gold. Perhaps the best of all, even 

not the most showy, ig @ salmon-pink 
: @ few years ago,’ this variely was 
rather scarce, but it has been propagated in
